easier mothod of approach is to 
drive along the Jerusalem-Jericho 
highway to the Paz petrol sta- 
tion located at a sharp bend in 
the rond just before Bethany, 
sometimes called Elazarlye. Some 
50m. beyond the petrol station, 
an unsignposted but asphalted 
track to the left takes you, after 
about 1.5 km., to tho charming 
little Franciscan sanctuary, over- 
shadowed by the tall, pointed 
Russinn Tower of the Ascension. 

Tho church and monastery are 
surrounded by n high wall, and 
the entrance is through a deco- 
rative iron gate into a paim- 
planted, secluded forecourt. The 
cronellated portico, bearing aA 
round croat with a cross in cach 
quadrant, was constructed as re- 
cently ns 1955, hut the massive 
ashlnrs of the entire foundation 
of the chapel, together with its 
east-orlented apse, date back to 
Crusader days. 

If you ring the bell, cither the 
caretaker, or the elderly Fran- 
ciscan monk who lives there 
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alone, will open the church door 
for you. The area covered by the 
main hall is not large, perhaps 
8 by 12 m. excluding the semi- 
circular apse, and it is divided 
longitudinally into three — a cen- 
tral nave and two side aisles. 
A coloured fresco above the altar 
depicts Jesus seated upon a coli 
while around him are clustere 
people holding palm fronds. Se- 
fa-toned frescoes forming « deep 
order around the walls show the 
Palm Sunday pilgrimage, while 
above, you see the fourteen 
Stations of the Cross. 

What catchos your attention, 
howover, is the stone block in 
the left-hand (northern) aisle, on 
which, legends tell, Jesus placed 
his foot ἴῃ order to mount the 
colt. Known as the stele of Beth- 
hage, the. monolith measures 
Pao m. in Jength by 115 m. in 
breadth, narrowing to just over 
one metre. Its height also varies 
from a metre at one

Today, it has been enclosed by 
a protective iron grid, but you 
can still see the scenes originally 
executed more than 800 years 
ago and sensitively restored by 

e Italian artist, Wagarini, in 
1950. Five years later, when the 
portico was added, he aiso pain- 
ted the other frescoes on the 
church walls. 

Looking carefully at the stele, 
you find on the south side the 
resurrection of Lazarus, brother 
of Mary and Martha, while on 
the north, where you are assisted 
by a_strategically-placed mirror, 
two disciples bring an asa and 8 
colt to Jesus. On the east face, 
nearest the altar, you see again 
a Palm Sunday procession. On 
the west is a niche of unknown 
purpose, and an ornamental in- 


end scr! ption in Latin with the words, 


“Bethphage” and “Jerusalem.” 
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AbTHOUGH no remains of 
church architecture earlier 
than the mediaeval relics have 
been found in Bethphage, the im- 
mediate vicinity is full of graves, 
cisterns and winepresses, iIndica- 
ting a considerable settlement 
here in ancient times. Excava- 
ting in the grounds of the sanc- 
tuary in 1960, Father 5. Saller 
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᾿ discovered n number of tombs 


janging from the second century 
B.C.E., through the Byzantine era 
and to the eighth century C.E. 
Coins, Herodlan shards, stone ves- 
sels, glass fragments and all kinds 
of pottery utensils were found, as 
well as_two enormous, mosaic- 
paved, Byzantine winepresses. 

One of the tombs, situated ver 
near the church wall, was parti- 
cularly interesting. Its unusual 
rolling-stone closure is intact, and 
it was here that graffiti and 
symbolic signs associated with the 
early Judeo-Christian cult were 
found by Father ἘΠ, Testa. 

The Crusader church built 
above the stele was probably 
erected at the beginning of the 
12th century. No one seems to 
know whether it was destroyed 
or fell into decay through neg- 
lect, and only in 1877 was the 
mounting-block re-discovered. Ap- 
parently the Franciscans had been 
accustomed for centuries to cele- 
brate Palm Sunday in this spe- 
cial place, and a certain Captain 
G. Guillomot recorded that "in 


the spring of 1877, a fellah of 


Jebel Tur struck upon a polished 
stone on which he found paint- 
ing and characters." Hoping to 
receive payment for his find, the 
Arab showed it to the Russians 
in the Ascension Tower on the 
hillerest, but they told him to 
cover it up again. After many 
difficulties, the Franciscans man- 
aged to unearth it, and in 1883 

@ present chapel was built on 
the thick-walled Crusader foun- 
dations. 

In 1050, Vagarini was called 
in to restore the paintings on the 
stone. In 1965, with the assistance 
of the Italian architect, Antonio 
Barluzzi, who was living at Beth- 
phage while working on_ his 
churches in Bethany, in the Shep- 
herds’ Fields and δὲ Dominus Fle-

‘This consclousness 
began to spread slowly only after 
the Sinal Campaign of 1854, galn- 
ing momentum after the Six Day 
War, finally finding expression in 
the heginning of the exodus of So- 
viel Jews to Israel — which alone 
can solve the Jewlsh queation In 
contemporary Rusala. 

But the process of the rebirth of 
national consciousness among Rue- 
sian Jews is by no means a simple 
one, Mere flight from ant!-Semitism 
is not yet an act of natlonal con- 
selousness, and Grobman is a per- 
fect example of this. Having tcarned 
and understood nothing ahout the 
tragic history of Rugasian Jews, who 
turned out to he in ἃ conflict of 
national identity with the indigenous 
population, Grobman — who took 
neither Russian nor Jewish culture 
with him to Israel but only the prag- 
matiam of Sovict fe and a muti- 
lated form of the dominant ideology 
— Is beginning to assert this prag- 
matism and truncated Ideology on 
Israel soll, choosing ag his target 
an outatanding modern writer, Solz- 
henittsyn. 

I do not ‘know Solzhenitsyn'a per- 
sonal feelings towards Jews. But 
this is of no importance, for we can 
judge him only hy his worka — and 
In these he ig δὰ outstanding 
humanist who hag so profoundly re- 
vealed, for the first time in the 
20th century, the tragic and contra- 
dictory nature of the position of the 
Jews in Ruasia since 1917, when 
thelr highest emotlons and impulses 
turned out to have been squandered 
— to their own detriment and ἐσ 
the detriment of all Russians. 

Solzhenitayn agaln demonstrat- 
ed his humanism in his Nobel Prize 
speech, in which he angrily son- 
demned the Munich murdera. 

In July 1900, Professor Yosef 
Klausner w te in the Jewish jour- 
nal "Voskho ‘ about the painful le- 
gacy of the fewish diaspora: 

“Among ti mass of Jews there 
etlll prevails . :cesslve self-adoration, 
8 tendency to show off their in- 
teligence, to mill the wind... 
4n urge to he conapicuous every- 
where, to excel in averything, 
if only externally.” 

Unfortunately, this legacy of the 
Diaspora, so accurately noted by 
Klausner, is being imported Into 
modern 16:88]. Ita bearera are even 
attempting to inject it into pubile 
life, and especially to poison rala- 
tlons between Jewish and Russian 
intelleetuals. It ls the duty of Im 
rael culture to dissociate Itself from 
this legacy.
